Communication from Dr. Truett.

Senator Hornsby sent up the fol-
lowing communication:

Christmas 1332—New Year 1933.

And this greeting is meant not only
for this current Christmas and New
Year season, with its haunting
charms, its wistful memories, 1ts
beckoning hopes, its renewed oppor-
tunity for the exnression of friend-
liness and good will, but also, for all
the unfolding and unending future.

As our hearts thrill again with the
zest and tang of the Christmas Spirit,
may we now hear more clearly than
ever bhefore, the prophetic Song of
the Angelic Choir at Bethlehem:
“Glory to God in the highest, and on
earth Peace, Good Will toward men.”
May we summon ourselves anew, in
the midst of all the clamor and con-
fusion of our perplexed and troubled
warld, to dedicate our utmost
strength, to further the cause ol
Peace and Good Will, everywhere,
and always.

to order by President Pro Tem., Wal-
ter Woodul.

Bills and Resolutions,

By Senator Woodul:

S. B. No. 1, A bill to be entitled
“An Act providing for the ordering
of special elections to fill public of-
tices and for fixing the time for the
holding thereof; providing that spe-
cial elections shall be ordered to fill
vacancies in certain public offices;
pbroviding that special elections be
ordered to elect a person to fill the
unexpired term and a person to fill
the succeeding term in certain of-
fices where the incumbent is re-
elected and thereafter dies, resigns
or for any other reason a vacancy
occurs in the unexpired term, and no
person is legally entitled to fill the
term to which the former officer
was elected to succeed himself; pro-
viding that an election shall be pr-
dered upon acceptance of resignation
of the incumbent of certain offices
where he tenders a resignation effec-
tive at a future date, to select a suc-
cessor to the incumbent for the un-
expired term; providing that where
the officer-elect of certain offices
dies before qualifying or becomes
ineligible to qualify for the office to
which he was elecfed, an election to
select a successor to the incumbent
shall immediately be ordered; desig-
nating the Governor as the proper
officer to receive and accept resigna-
tions of public officers where no
other officer is authorized to receive
same; repealing Art. 2952, Revised
Civil Statutes of 1925; validating
elections heretofgre made where
same would have been authorized
under this Act; providing that if
any section, paragraph or provision
hereof be held unconstitutional or
invalid the remaining portions of
this Act shall not be affected but
shall remain in force and effect; and
declaring an emergency.”

Read and referred to Committee
on Privileges and Elections.

By Senator Holbrook:

8. B. No. 2, A bill to be entitled
“An Act appropriating the sum of
two hundred thousand ($200,000.00)
dollars, or so much thereof as may
be necessary, payable out of the gen-
eral revenue and not otherwise ap-
propriated, to pay the mileage of
members, their per diem, and to pay
the salaries and per diem of officers
and employees of the Forty-third
Legislature of the State of Texas;
and déclaring an emergency.”
